tralized in 195 5 . A total of 7 2! 
entered the voting booths, but 
only 705 cast ballots. The 16 
unregistered ballots were either 
those who did not press down 
the voting lever or those who 
failed to leave the lever down. 
The meeting last night was 
a continuation of the adjourned 
session of May 6 which ended 
abruptly with a

Hanoi Response Awaited 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
officials are watching for a Ha­ 
noi response, either through dip­ 
lomatic channels or on the bat­ 
tlefield. to President Nixon’s bid 
for a North Vietnamese pull­ 
back to match the American 
troop 
withdrawal 
from 
South 
Vietnam. 
So far the enemy’s answer 
seem s negative—both in propa­ 
ganda blasts at Nixon’s 25 ,000 
man withdrawal announcement 
and in a flareup in com bat of­ 
fensives after a brief lull. 
But U.S. sources suggested it 
would take time for Hanoi lead 
ers to m ake a full evaluation of 
Sunday’s Midway Island meet­ 
ing between Nixon and South 
Vietnam ’s 
President 
Nguyen 
Van Thieu, at which the U.S. 
pull out was announced. 
And it would also probably 
take weeks for U.S. intelligence 
to 
confirm 
an 
unannounced 
North Vietnamese troop with­ 
draw al if such were to take 
place, informants said. 
N,orth 
Vietnam ese troop 
strength 
in 
the South has been estim ated at 
about 100,000 in recent months. 
Nixon m ade his appeal Tues­ 
day in a report to the nation on 
the Midway summit a s he re­ 
turned to a White House lawn 
greeting from b i p a r t i s a n 
congressional 
leaders. 
Cabinet 
m em bers and diplomats. 
“ We have opened wide the 
door to peace’’ with the troop 
w ithdrawal announcement and 
his earlier 8 point peace offer. 
Nixon said in his brief televised 
rem arks. 
“ And now we invite the lead­ 
ers of North Vietnam to walk 
with us through that door either 
by 
withdrawing 
forces, 
their 


forces, from South Vietnam as 
we have withdrawn ours, or by 
negotiating in Paris, or through 
both avenues,” he said. 
“ We believe this is the time 
for them to act. We have acted 
and acted in good faith.’’ 
The 
next 
Paris 
negotiating 
session is due Thursday. A State 
Department spokesman indicat­ 
ed that in the peace talks so far. 
the North Vietnam ese have not 
signaled they would match U.S. 
withdrawals. He said Washing­ 


ton wants agreem ent for sim ul­ 
taneous pullbacks. 
Nixon said the Midway m eet­ 
ing "brought home the m essage 
that the troops of South Vietnam 
have 
nowT 
been 
trained 
and 
equipped 
to 
the 
point 
where 
they can take over a substantial 
portion of the com bat activity 
presently being borne by Am eri­ 
can s.” 
Some 300.000 of the 5 38 ,000 
Am ericans 
in 
South 
Vietnam 
are estim ated to be on com bat 


assignm ent. 
Despite 
Nixon’s 
statem ent 
about 
Saigon 
pre­ 
paredness to take over “ a sub 
stantial portion” of this fighting, 
adm inistration 
officials

there are no new plans for a 
U.S. withdrawal beyond the re­ 
view already announced for late 
August. 
Nixon hailed the Midway ses­ 
sion as meaning "th at after five 
years in which more and more 
Am ericans have been sent to 
Vietnam , 
we 
finally 
have 


reached the point where we can 
begin to bring Am ericans home 
from Vietnam .” 
E arlier 
President 
Johnson’s 
chief negotiator at P aris. W. Av- 
erell H arrim an, and Undersec- 
j’etary of State Elliot Richard­ 
son differed sharply in separate 
speeches before a group of visit­ 
ing M assachusetts officials. 
H arrim an term ed the 25 .000 
man withdrawal disappointingly 
sm all and said he is acutely un­ 


happy that the Nixon adm inis­ 
tration has made no headway 
toward peace. He said the ad ­ 
ministration should ease up the 
U.S. m ilitary pressure in South 
Vietnam as a peace move. 
Richardson said the adm inis­ 
tration had put forward a flexi­ 
ble negotiating posture at Paris 
and that reducing U.S. militarv 
forays in Vietnam would open 
up American troops to more 
casualties from enemy attacks.

People, phoned Fish saying the 
group w as opposed to the clos­ 
ing.

(Taiwan) and Mexico—is hav­ 
ing its im portant effect world­ 
wide. 
World food ou tpu t is u p 50 
per cent since World War II. 
and crop acreage is 18 per 
cent higher than before that 
war. M eantime, global popu ­ 
lation has risen 35 per cent. 
There has been an explosion 
of 
knowledge 
abou t 
soils, 
plant 
physiology, 
fertilizers, 
w ater u se and control, pest 
and disease control, cropping 
techniq u es, 
m achinery, 
re­ 
forestation. storage. 
The difficu lty is that some 
farm ers in the advanced na­ 
tions and nearly all in the u n­ 
der developed lands are either 
u naw are 
of 
most 
of 
this 
knowledge 
or. 
for 
varying 
reasons, cannot apply it. 
Some 
world 
agronomists 
argu e that if the new knowl­ 
edge cou ld be widely applied 
in the decades ju st ahead, the 
world land area u nder cu lti­ 
vation cou ld be rocketed from 
a present 10 per cent to 30. 
In large parts of the globe. 


they say. food ou tpu t cou ld 
be dou bled in 16 years. 
As in 
indu stry, 
Ja pan in 
farm ing has become almost a 
model. Starting with a handi­ 
capping 
cool climate, 
low 
original 
soil fertility 
and 
methods as primitive as any 
in Asia, it has em erged as 
the 
globe's 
greatest 
prac­ 
titioner of scientific farming. 
Its crop yields per acre are 
6 to 1 over hu ge India, stru g­ 
gling to feed 515 million peo­ 
ple. Japan u ses more com­ 
m ercial fertilizer than all the 
rest 
of 
Asia combined. 
At 
least 60 per cent of its arable 
land is heavily irrigated. It 
u ses m achinery fitted to small 
farm s, the strongest, highest- 
yielding 
crop varieties, 
the 
best cropping techniq u es. 
If all Asia practiced farm ­ 
ing as do the Japanese, food 
ou tpu t there wou ld soon be 
hu ndreds of millions of tons 
grea ter each year.
